WHERFAS, Texas Public Service Company hag presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains
in the streets in the City of Augtin heresfter ngmed, and eaid maps or plans
have been considered by the City Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

TEAT Texas Public Service Company be, and the same ls hereby, permitted
to lay and construct ite £as mains in and upon the following streets:
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(1) A gas main in CONCHO STREET from East 10th Street southerly
266 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 75 feet
west of, and parallel to, the east property line of said
Concho Street,

‘Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not lesg
than 2% feet.

(2) A gas main in FAST 17TH STREET from Singleton Avenue easterly
141 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet
south of, and parallel to, the north property line of said
East 17th Street.

Said gas main described above shall haﬁe a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(3) A ges main in EAST 11TH STREET from s point 103 fest west of
Rector Street easterly 71 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be & feet south of, and parallel to, the north
property line of said East 11th Street,

S8aid gas main described gbove shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet. \

(4) A gae main in JEWELL STREET from a point 26 feet east of South

. 5th Street westerly 100 feet, the centerline of which £a8 main

shall be 73 feet south of, snd parallel to, the north property
line of said Jewell Street,

Said gas main descrived above shall have a cover of not less
than 23 feets

" (5) A gas main in CANTERBURY STREET from a point 31 fest west of
1lano Street easterly 96 feet, the centerline of which gas
main shall be 19 feet south of, and parallel to, the north
property line of sald Canterbury Street.

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet,

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the space assizned sbove is clear
from other underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we
have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference
to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special poinis.When
the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon the ground
as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of their
assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not less
than three (3) days before such information is required. The Texas Public
Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear
the expense of repairs or replacement of eny underground utility demaged
during the construction of lines named in this resolution,

And that whenever pavement iz cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
nust be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

That the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation
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in the streets and the restoration and maintenance of sald streets after
said mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of
the City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the
certain franchise granted to said Company by the City of Austin,

Council of the City of Austin the matter of the valuation of the improvements

It further appearing to the City Council that the said lota and improve=
ments thereon were assessed for taxes for the years 1941 through 1944 in the
name of Louis John, sald taxes for sald years being in the amount of $850.72,
and for non-payment of same at maturity, penslty in the sum of $32460 has
been assessed, and interest in the smount of $82.3¥ has accrued, making the
total amount of taxes, penaslties and interest due $965,66; and

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Austin deems 1t just and equi-
table to remit said penalty in the sum of $32,60 and one-hglf of the interest
in the sum of $41,17; now, therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

le THAT the valuation of the sald improvements for taxes for the years
1941 through 1944 be and the same are hereby modified, revised and reduced
to $9,160.,00 for the year 1941; $9,865,00 for the year 1942: and $2,000.00
for each of the years 1943 and 194Y4; and that the Tax Collector of the City
of Austln receive the taxes on said improvements on said modified valuation
of sald improvements but without any modification of ‘the value of said
Lots 5 and 6.

2o THAT the aforesald penalty in the sum of $32,60 and one-half of the
interest in the sum of $41,17 are heresby remitted, and the Tax Assessor and
Collector of the City of Austin iz hereby authorized and directed to charge
sald penalty in the sum of $32,60 and said interest in the sum of $41.17 off
his rolls and to issue to the party entitled to receive same a receipt in
full upon the payment of the aforesald taxes and one-half of the intersst
ag aforesaid.

Raymond Plateau, in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, sald taxes for
said years being in the amount of $7}.79. and for non-payment of same at
maturity, penalty in the sum of $2.46 has been assessed, and interest in the
amount of $4.68 has accrued, making the total amount of taxes, penalty and
interest due $80,93; and
